and he has served Mr. Lea as a .peg on which 


to hang a very Constitutional 
question.” 

“For with all respect to Mr. Speaker Lowther, 
we do not for a moment admit that the Prime 
Minister is not responsible to Parliament for 
the advice which he gives the Sovereign in the 
matter of honours and rewards. The Prime 
Minister is responsible to Parliament for every- 
thing which he does and says. It is true that 
the granting of titles is theoretically the pecu- 
liar privilege of the Crown, and that the 
Sovereign is not bound to ask, nor the Prime 
Minister to-give, advice on that subject. But 
if the Prime Minister does advise the Sovereign 
to grant a title, he is clearly responsible for 
his advice to both Houses of Parliament. We 
do not know why the Honse of Lords, for its 
own protection, has not before now called upon ~ 
the Prime Minister to explain his advice to the 
King in the matter of peerages. 

“What we strongly object to is the replenish- 
ing of party funds by the sale of peerages to 
the unworthy. Knighthoods and baronetcies 
do not so much matter; they are mere orna- 
ments, like a mband. But a peerage is a polli- 
tical status, conferring amongst other trifles 
the right of making or hindering laws.” 

The “Nation” thinks that the canse of de- 
mocracy suffers by the persistence of methods 
which do not belong to it, and must injure and 
retard it. “It cannot make either for Radical- 
ism or for public morals that there should be 
two elements in the honour lists, the title 
which is freely bestowed, and can be openly 
defended, and the title which is the result of 
obscure agreements or understandings between 
a rich man and his party’s Whips. We may 
indeed well believe that Liberal statesmen 
pray to be delivered from a system which so 
vitally weakens their intellectual appeal, and 
would gladly substitute for it the open party 
fund, subscribed for by the mass of Liberals 
all over the country. This is in the main the 
financial basis of the Independent Labour 
Party and the Nationalist Party. Many think 
that if people desire reform they should pay 
for propagating it; just as if they desire 
Socialism, or Nationalism, or one form ' 
of religious activity in preference to another. 
This would be an advance on the present 
custom of quietly accepting help from rich men 
and allowing them to suppose that they will 
be paid with a social reward, of more or less 
distinction. But it is not a full solution of the 
difficulty. That can only come through a reform 
on which all democratic sections are united, 
the payment of members and of election 
expenses.” 

“If Liberalism is what it professes to be, it 
will endeavour so to remodel the political 
system that the party leader of the future will 
have no use for either the snob or the monopo- 
list,” declares the “Freeman’s Journal.” 

Mr. H. C. Lea, M.P., who provoked the 
discussion of this matter, says that at an early 
date he will suggest the appointment ofa 
committee of twenty-one members to inves- 
tigate and make public an account of the 
working of party funds for the last few years,

As Lord Milner pointed out. the 
position of a man having a veto on any finan- 
cial measure is very nearly that of the Tribune 
of the people in ancient Rome, who had a 
veto on everything ;and a man who has a veto 
on everything is master of the situation. When, 
moreover, the person whois already master of 
the situation by virtue of his functions, also 
happens to be a citizen of the State which is 
in military occupation of the country, the 
magnitude of his powers is obvious. Sir Auck- 
land Colvin, the first ocenpant of the office, 
and his sueecessor, Sir Edgar Vincent, were 
both strong men and the great essential in 
such a post is strength, which quality eminent- 
ly forms part of Chitty Bey’s character. It is 
impossible to foretell who will be the new 
Finaneial Adviser, but there can be no doubt 
about Chitty Bey having better qualifications 
for the position than any other Anglo-Egyp- 
tian official.

Sir,--[ have seen many references in the 
newspapers to the MSS. sent home by me from 
Egypt, and shall be indebted to you if you 
will permit me tomake the following statement. 

I secured the MSs. in the hope of rendering 
a public service. ‘hey seemed to me to 
possess the greatest interest for all denomina- 
tions of the Christian Church. A further 
scanization by M. Lacau, the well-known 
Coptic scholar of the Institute T'rancais at 
Cairo, confirmed this view. He proved that 
many of the MSS., and in particular the 
Nubian volume, were unique, and the others 
of considerable historical value. 

The only 13 leaves hitherto known of the 
Coptie version of the apocryphal Sayings of 
Christ—12 at Paris and one at Berlin—were 
published by M. Lacan in 1904 in the “Mé- 
moires par les Membres de |’Institut Francais 
d’Archéologie Orientale du Caire,” Vol. IX. 

The MSS. in my possession have not been 
translated yet.

FINANCIAL GRISIS. 


THE CRISIS AND THE COTTON TRADE. 


————— 


To THR Eprror or tue “Eaypriaw Gazette.” 

Dear, Sir,—Your recent issues have con- 
tained some very interesting articles with 
reference to the financial crisis in Egypt 
and the consequences resulting therefrom to 
the export and import trade. One of these 
under the heading of “The Crisis and the 
cotton crop” appearing in your issue of the 
19th. inst. contains much valuable infor- 
mation on the subject, but atthe same time 
the writer is evidently not quite conversant 
with the present situation of export trade and 
cotton buying in the interior. First of all, it is 
by no means the spinner that finances the 
Egyptian cotton crop ; quite on the contrary, 
the parts have been reversed, and virtnally it 
is now-a-days the export merchant, who has 
become the spinners stock-keeper and banker. 
Export. merchants are obliged to sell the cotton 
to spinners for near or distant shipments, 
according to the requirements of the mills, 
contracts having been already made with many 
mills for monthly shipments up to September 
1908. The spinner is only financing’ his 
purchases from date of shipment, but the 
whole of the financing, from the plaut or from 
the cultivators’ stores, during transport to 
ginning factories, during ginning process; 
during transport to Alexandria and, last but 
not least, during the interval from arrival in 
Alexandria and the shipping dates, has to be 
done by merchants in Egypt. The financing up 
to arrival in Alexandria is done either by 
merchants reselling the cotton here, or by 
export merchants having their own buying 
agencies spread over the country, the latter 
being in the proportion of probably 40% of 
the whole crop. 

If one considers that this quantity of seed 
cotton at the present level of prices corresponds 
toan outlay of at least 12 million pounds 
sterling, it is needless to remark that the few 
large export firms, who are doing the bulk of 
their own buying in the interior, will require 
considerable assistance from European and 
local banks for this huge task. Still more 
pethaps the assistance of local banks and 
haukers is required by the large class o 
merchants buying from cultivators and reselling 
in Alexandria to the export trade. Finally, 
even those export merchants, who are not 
organized for buying direct from cultivators, 
require the assistance of local and Enaropean 
hank’s for converting, during the early part 
of the season, their paper covering fature 
contracts, into actual cotton, as they cannot, 
of coarse, run the risk of waiting until the 
dates of shipments arranged with the mills, 
as otherwise they might not get the required 
qualities, or at least ight have to pay 
exorbitant premiums over contracts tor certain 
qualities or special kinds, which have become 
searce or ate being oversold ([ recall the 
exorbitant prices of Joanevich and Abbassi, 
and to a certain extent the better qualities of 
Mitafifi this season), 

If it may be assumed that the cotton export 
merchants buying in the interior have not 
suffered ina direct manner by the financial 
erisis to any considerable extent, the sarne, 
perhaps, is not the case with many of the 
large class of merchants trading between the 
interior and Alexandria, and I am afraid that 
many of them are not for the moment in a 
position to assist materially in the financing of 
the cotton crop movement. Now, with regard 
to the capital of shippers, which the writer of 
the article of the 19th of July supposes to be 
mostly free at this time of the year, this may 
be the case with those shippers buying exclu- 
sively or mostly in Alexandria, and covering 
their sales during summer with future contracts 
at. the Bourse. In this case they even cashed 
important differences of prices from their 
contract sellers, because a large proportion of 
sales to the inills was made when November 
contracts were between $18 and 20.—and only 
a smaller quantity at higher rates. On the 
contrary, those shippers who have their own 
buying agencies in the interior have covered 
most of their sales to the mills in the interior, 
ind, if I may be allowed to make a guess at 
the total quantity bought in the interior by 
shippers up to date, I should name one million 
cantars as a probable figure, this meaning an 
outlay of about £1,000,000 in the form of 
advances on those purchases to cultivators. 
(Other 500,000 cantars may have been bought 
hy merchants trading between the Interior and 
Alexandria). 

Of course the buyers of this cotton (and 
of the remainder ot the crop later on) will re- 
quire, as they do every year, the assistance 
of foreign and local banks, and if this 
should be witheld from them or remain 
much below what it used to be in other years, 
the movement of the crop would certainly 
be hindered considerably. It is quite certain 
that the conseqnences would have to be 
sustained by the cultivators, as is the case 
now with cereals, the prices of which were 
from P.T. 130-140 before the crisis, and 
have been depressed to P.T. 95 or in some 
eases even P.'T.90. On the other hand it 
is true that cultivators have obtained dur- 
ing the last few years such highly remu- 
nerative prices that with the exception of 
those who paid exorbitant prices, for re- 
cent land acquisitions or who are indebted 
too much in comparison with their yearly 
income, they can easily sustain a certain 
decline. If in former years, and especially 
last season, they often obtained for their 
cotton much more than its market value 
from small merchants speculating on a fu- 
ture advance, they will, sate see this 
coming season the reverse of the medal, 


and be obliged to go in search of buyers, | 


withont sometimes being able to find them 
even materially below Alexandria market 
value, because most merchants ‘will be obliged 
to limit their purchases to their nearer 
shipping requirements, unless they obtain 
the customary assistance from local banks.

In reference ta the sc&ndalsin the Ports and 
Lighthouses Administration it is worthy of 
note that the post of Inspector of the Quays is 
the only responsible post in this Administra- 
tion given toa native. . 

In réfétence to the question of the retire- 
ment of Rear. Admiral Sir Massie Blomfield 
from the Director Generalship of the Ports 
and -Lighthouses Administration, we under- 
stand that it was Sir Massie’s intention to 
retire as soon as the new Pass was completed 
and opened. 

A contemporary remarks as follows :—

imposeraitan vieillard une fatigue qu’il ne peut 
plus supporter. Cependant le gonvernement, 
désireux de reconnaitre les précienx services 
rendus parl’amiral Blomfield, frés probablement 
lui accordera la pension entiére. 

These inferences are not correct. Sir Massie 
Blomfield remained in the Administration for 
the past two years in order to see the new 
pass carried through, and if he does retire 
shortly it will be in consequence of this work 
having been completed, and not as a result of 
the recent revelations into certain irregulari- 
ties among the minor officialsin the adminis- 
tration. 


tGYPTIAN NATIONALISM. 


A NEW DEPARTURE. 


(rom “An Waran.”) 


The Nationalist of Egypt is a curious being, 
an exception to the rnle of nature under which 
bodies are known to be hot in summer and cold 
in winter. He emits all his heat in winter and 
cools down in summer. The last utterances of 
the two Nationalist journalists who are now in 
London are strangely moderate and cool as 
compared with the hot and extreme vapourings 
of last winter in “Al-Moayad” and other 
Nationalist papers. These newspapers had 
carried the campaign against England too far. 
They had published every thing likely to 
create hatred and avowed enmity to England. 
They had insisted upon an Egyptian Parlia- 
ment and complete independence, refusing to 
hear of half measures or compromise. They 
had steadily and obstinately kept the name of 
Denishwai before the public because its memory 
excited the worst emotions and added to the 
growing hatred of the Egyptians to English- 
men and foreigners in general, They instructed 
their’-friends at the General Assembly to 
ask for the complete control of the finan- 
cesand policy of the country. In a word, 
our Nationalists were too hot and extreme 
in winter, rivalling in the variety of their hos- 
tilities. Now that we are inthe hot season, 
these rabid enemies of England have appar- 
ently lost all their heat. ‘wo of them are 
in London asserting their friendshipto Eng- 
land and her people, declaring that they 
wish the British rule to last. ‘They have no 
desire to claim control over the policy and 
finances of their country. Apparently they 
willingly leave all this to England and do not 
mean to worry over the question of an Egyp- 
tian Parliament. They even boast of their 
‘noderation” and claim to be against the 
extreme tone of “Al-Lewa.” So great has 
the change been that ‘“Al-Minbar’ has 
abruptly stopped the publication of verse and 
prose about Denshwai, and all matters anti- 
English have been etiminated fromthe two 
newspapers whose editors are now enjoying the 
welcome and hospitality of that most unna- 
tural growth in modern pelitics, the Social- 
ist members of the House of Commons. 

We are glad to note this change, and we 
hope that the present “moderation” will 
last through many s»mmers and winters. In 
their summer cooling these Nationalists come 
round to our own way of thinking, although 
they are far from admitting such facts. Mean- 
while, the glory of permanent heat in the 
Nationalist camp is entirely left to ‘Al- 
Lewa.”

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EGYPTIAN TRADE DIFFICULTIES, 


The “Financial Times” in its banking notes 
remarks: 

The troubles regarding Egyptian bills have 
been a little larger than is generally understood, 
for we learn that the paper of one important 
Egyptian firm in question ran into nearly 
three-quarters of a million. Fortunately, 
however, the matter was in strong hands from 
the beginning, and thepreliminary investigation 
on the part of those primarily interested led 
to the conclusion that there was fair scope for 
allowing some grace to those who were unable 
to meet payments at the exact date. Ac- 
cordingly a kind of committee has been formed, 
which will look alter the matter from the Euro- 
pean standpoint, and although such arran- 
gements are not liked by the market as a rule, 
there is little question that in this case good 
will be done by the decision arrived at. At the 
same time it will not wholly remove the diffi 
culties of the position, for naturally Egyptian 
paper will not be so readily accepted as before, 
and next autumn this circumstance may lead 
to a littlé trouble in Egypt when the ‘excellent 
cotton crop which is expected to be:gathered 
will have to be handled.

MARKED IMPROVEMENT IN 
PASSENGER TRAFFIC REPORTED. 


—_—— -— 


The annual ordinary general meeting of the 
shareholders of the Egyptian Delta Light 
Railway, Ltd., was held last week at Win- 
chester Honse, Old Broad street, E. C. The 
Hon. Sir Charles William Fremantle, K. C. B. 
(Deputy-Chairman of the company), presided. 

The Secretary (Mr. F. J. Horne) having 
read the notice convening the meeting and the 
report of the auditors. 

The Chairman said: Gentlemen,—I have, 
with much regret, to inform you that our 
Chairman, Sir Auckland Colvin, is prevented 
by illness from being in his place at this 
meeting. Before proceeding to a review of the 
accounts, | should like to remove from your 
minds any concern you may have felt at the 
recent low prices at which our preference 
shares have stood. You will have observed 
from the accounts that for the first time in 
the history of this company we are able to 
recommend a distribution of the full 54 per 
cent. per annum on these shares. Our earnings 
for the fourteen weeks from the Ist April last 
are £11,861, or 20 per cent. ahead of those ot 
the same period of the year under review, and, 
so far as I know or can foresee, the prospects 
of our undertaking were never more bright 
than at present ‘I'he fact is that Egypt, in my 
opinion, continues to make steady progress, 
but over-speculation has been going on there 
for some years, and the inevitable result has 
happened. Stocks and shares, with hardly an 
exception, had become inflated in value, and 
when realisation became necessary it was 
proved how fictitious many of these values 
were. A regular panic arose on this discovery, 
and the whole list of securities was pressed 


for sale. Our shares, with others equally 
cood, had to be sacrificed, and went 


down with the rest. I can only tell you that, 
so far as I am aware, no official connected 
with this company has parted with a 
single share. In regard to the accounts with 
which we have to deal to-day, I would re- 
mind you that those presented to you on the 
last. occasion were for half a year only ;_ this 
was due to the change made in our financial 
year. We are now able to return to a full year, 
and, for present purposes of comparison, have 
taken the previous twelve months ; in other 
words, the six months, which were separately 
accounted for on the last occasion of our meet- 
ing together, and six months of the year ended 
30th September, 1905. We have also got the 
accounts of the Helouan branch on the same 
lines as the rest of our undertaking, which has 
simplified matters and improved ‘financial 
control considerably. here are, and probably 
must be, during the remainder of the existing 
concession of the Helouan line, reasons for 
keeping its accounts separate,and, to some 
extent, thé same reasons have led ns to separate 
those of the recently-opened Cairo quarry lines, 
but I feel that, on an occasion like the present, 
our principal concern is with the combined 
figures of the whole of our undertaking.

THE GROSS EARNINGS. . 
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Our gross earnings increased over the corre: |. 
sponding period by £31,640, of which rather |” 
less than half—namely, £15,350—-was absorb- | 
ed by increased expenses, the resulting’ net |. 
receipts from our working being £109,095, or |’ 


42.65 per cent. of our gross receipts, as against 
£92,808, or 41.41 per cent for the previous 
twelve months. In other words, they represent- 
ed rather over 6 per cent. on the share capital 
after payment of all fixed charges, which latter, 
as you'are aware, not only include interest on 
debentures, but provision for redemption as 
well as forthe redemption of the whole of our 
share capital, at the termination of our conces- 
sion.; The most marked improvement has again 
been in our passenger traffic, as reference to 
the report in your hands will have shown you, 
but a detailed analysis which I have been 
able tomake shows that both. the number 
of and receipts from passengers increased in 
every district which we serve, and I may 
mention that the receipts under this head 
for the first quarter of the current financial 
year—i.e., from April to June—show an im- 
provement of about 25 per cent. over the cor- 
responding months of the year underreview. The 
increasing prosperity of the country accounts 
primarily for this, but the well directed atten. 
tion of our management to the needs and 
difficulties of the position have secured to us 
the advantages therefrom. Our goods earnings 
have also progressed satisfactorily—namely, 94 
per cent. over the previets year—and you will 
have noticed that increases have occurred 
under all the important items of this trafic. I 
ain able to tell you that these alsohave extend- 
ed to all provinces and to traffic interchanged 
with the Egyptian State Railways. The total 
quantity of all goods handled by us was slight- 
ly less than in the previous twelve months, 
but this is no distarbing factor, for the dimina- 
tion was in low class traffic, such as stones, 
earth and manure, which we have less induce- 
ment to seek for when better traffic offers. In 
my opinion this must continue to be the case, 
owing to the additional areas being brought 
under cultivation and the increased crops pro- 
duced by the use of chemical manures and 
more scientific methods of agriculture. The 
effects upon our undertaking are that what 
may be called the slack time, during which we 
fall back npon anything that can pay any price 
at all for transport, is being greatly curtailed, 
and I find that on comparing our average rate 
for conveying a ton of goods a kilometre this 
has increased to P.T. 406 from P.T. 391 in the 
preceding twelve months. [atm not -going to 
occupy your time with details of the separate 
accounts, which are useful for purposes of con- 
trol and necessary tous in effecting settle- 
ment with Government under our different 
contracts, bnt our study of these has shown us 
that on both the deltas proper and on the 
Helouan branch we have reason to be satisfied 
with our earnings, both passenger and goods, 
and I would further like to explain that, 
though I have referred to a diminution in our 
stone traffic, this has not extended to our 
quarry lines at Abouzaabal and El Mounir, on 
which the traffic has increased, It may be 
convenient for meto mention here that our 
Cairo Quarry lines were sufficiently completed 
at the Ist April to treat them as revenue-earn- 
ing from that date, and their prospects are 
regarded as satisfactory, thorgh they have 
been rather more expensive to construct than 
we had estimated, 
WORKING EXPENSES. 

I will now turn fora moment to our working 
expenses. Though I put it in a different form 
in an earlier partof my speech—namely, as the 
increased percentage of net to total earnings, 
you probably gathered therefrom that our 
ratio of expenses to earnings has fallen from 
58.59 in the previous twelve months to 57.35 
in the year under review. I have also told you 
that the increase of £31,640 in our traffic has 
been worked for considerably less than 50 per 
cent. ‘Io be exact, the percentage is 44524, 
This you will, Iam sure, consider satisfactory 
and creditable to our staff. But it is really 
more so than the figures show. The prosperity 
of the country, by which we have benefited so 
much, has in itself caused salaries and wages 
to rise against us, the cost of coal has been 
higher, and we have had to effect a lot of 
improvements at the cost of revenue. In some 
cases these have been to increase our station 
accommodation, in others to straighten curves 
in our roads, to improve our water supply, Xc., 
but nearly, if not all, are traceable to the 
same cause—namely, to the growth of our 
traffic and to the heavier trains we require to 
move it. | am afraid we still have much to 
face in several of these directions, but I see 
no reason why the net results should not prove 
increasingly satisfactory, as in the accounts 
which it has been my privilege to explain to 
you on this occasion. Our Chairman (Sir 
Auckland Colvin), went over portions of our 
lines, including the Cairo Quarry lines, which I 
have just referred to in the early part of the 
year, with our general manager (Captain 
Adams, R.E.), who we are happy to have*with 
us here to-day, and our managing director 
made a more extended tour of them later. I am 
happy to tell you that both the Chairman’s 
observations and the managing director's re- 
port were highly satisfactory, and our best 
thanks are duc to the general manager and 
his staff for their efficient conduct of our 
business. This efficiency is admirably combin- 
ed with strict regard to economy and exists 
under conditions both difficult and varied. Dur- 
ing times of great prosperity and its accom: 
paniments, such as have prevailed recently 
in Egypt, attractions present thémselves to 
salaried officials, and though they may be 
neither real nor lasting, they are not easy to 
combat ; again our working has to be conduct- 
ed not only to the satisfaction of the company 
and of the public, but to that of Government 
as well, and our undertaking is a combination 
of agricultural lines in the districts and a 
fashionable suburban line out of Cairo, We 
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have satisfactorily met all demands upon us, 
but in the case of the Helouan line these are 
increasing to such an extent that we have 
decided to ask permission from Government to 
electrify it. We have reason to believe that 
our application is being favourably considered. 
The change will, if sanctioned, involve consi- 
derable outlay, as it will include the cost ot 
taking up and relaying our present line, as 
part of an extension southwards from Helouan, 
but we shall be compensated for this part of 
our undertaking. I may, however, explain that 
the extension of the Helouan line is in no way 
connected with the resolution to be put before 
you to-day, which only relates to modifications 
assented to by Government on our taking over 
this line from its previous owners. 
CONSTRUCTION OF EXTENSIONS. 
During the year under review our aver- 
‘age kilometrage was only increased by about 
2 per cent., but since its close a length of 
22 kilometres of our Cairo Quarry lines and 
of one of our northern extensions has been 
opened, and the rest of the latter has been 
surveyed, while the other of these exten- 
sions, some 80 kilometres in length, has 
been practically completed. The most im- 
portant. addition to our undertaking now 
contemplated is the extension of the Helouan 
branch, to which I have just referred. From 
Helouan the line will probably be extended 
southwards for about 60 kilometres, as a 
steam road, and would tap a tract of coun- 
try adjacent to the Nile, and to the devel- 
opment: of which considerable attention is 
being turned. Jt will depend to a great 
extent upon the decisions of the Government 
and this company in this matter what ad- 
ditions we may have to make to our capital, 
but I have here t6 mention that, in any case, 
we expect to make an issae of either shares 
or debentures, towards the close of the cur- 
rent year, by. which -time we hope that 
good Egyptian securities will stand at better 
prices than they do now. Under existing 
financial circumstances, we have thought it 
better to borrow from the banks and from 
our reserve funds, than even to sell our 
unissued debentures. At the last general 
meeting of this company, the severance of 
the connection between it and the Egyptian 
Delta Land ‘and Investment Company, and 
the reasons therefor, were described to you. 
For all practical purposes, such severance 
was then regarded as completed, and the 
consent of the Courts to certain alterations 
which required their sanction was looked 
upon as a mere formality. Such ‘sanction 
was, however, subsequently and unexpect- 
edly made conditional on the name of the 
Egyptian Delta Land and Investment Coin- 
pany being so altered as to avoid misun- 


der standing as toa change having been made. 


in its sphere of operations. The Egyptian Delta 


Land and Investment Company was not prepar-. 


ed thus to sacrifice its identity, aud conse- 
quently when all had been arranged, the matter 
was dropped and the reason for separating the 
two companies disappeared. Sir Auckland Colvin 
was in Egypt at that time,as Chairman of both 
the railways and the land companies, and the 
Boards there, of both companies, .pressed him 
to return to the status quoante. From careful 
inquiry on the spot, he found that the proposed 
separationof thetwo companies had never been 
received with favour in Egypt, and you will 
remember that he told you that we had reluct- 
antly agreed to it here. Subject to the consent 
of your Board in London, your Chairman, 
therefore, agreed to return to the former posi- 
tion, and the Land Company consented to 
restore to us our former holding of their shares, 
for the net price at which we had disposed of 
them. We now, therefore, again hold our 20,000 
shares in the Egyptian Delta Land and Invest- 
ment Company, the investment having been 
made from the share premium moneys. The 
only changes effected in the Egyptian Delta 
Land and Investment Company are that, that 
company now has its own manager and staff, 
and.that its direction has been transferred 
to Egypt. The protection of the interests of 
our company is secured by four out of the 
seven directors of the land company being 
directors or officers of the railway company. | 
may mention that since the close of accounts 
under review, we have received from the Egyp- 
tian Delta Land and Investment Company a 
dividend of 15 per cent. upon our shares. 
(Applause.) If any shareholders desire any 
further information I shall be happy to supply 


it to the best of my ability. I now beg to move |- 


the following resolution: “That the report of 
the directors,dated the 4th July, 1907 together 
with the statement of accounts and balance- 
sheet for the year ended 31st March, 1907, be 
and they are hereby approved, confirmed and 
adopted.” | 
Mr P. W. Carver seconded the motion, 
which was carried unanin ously. | 
The Chairman next moved :—‘That the in- 
terim dividend paid on the preference share 
capital of this company in December, 1906, at 
the rate of 4 per cent. perannum, for the half- 
year ended 30th September, 1906, be confirmed, 
and that a dividend at the rate of 7 -per cent. 
per annum for the half-year ended 31st March, 
1907, on the preference share capital. of the 


company be, and hereby is, declared to be paid |” 


to the holders of preference shares standing on 
the registers of the company at 16th July, 


1907, and to the holders 
warrants to bearer.” 

Mr. Robert Miller seconded the resolution, 
which was agreed to. 

The Chairman then proposed :—“That Sir 
Auckland Colvin, one of the directors retiring 
by rotation, be re-elected.” 

Major W. I. le Breton seconded, and the 
motion was carried. 

The Chairman also moved :— “That Mr. 
Montagu Sharpe, one of the retiring directors, 
be re-elected.” 

This was seconded by Mr. Robert Miller and 
agreed to. 3 

On the motion of the Chairman, seconded by 
Sir Francis L. O’Callaghan, Maurice Cattaui 
Bey, one of the, retiring directors, was also re- 
elected. | 

ELECTION OF. AUDITORS. 

The Chairman: In asking a shareholder to 
propose the appointment of auditors to the 
company I beg to explain that the arrange- 
ment now extends to an anditor in, Egypt as 
well as in London. For the latter Messrs. 
Meredith and Co., who are eligible for re- 
election, have received a fee of 50 guineas. 
From time to time an outside auditor has 
been deputed to conduct the audit in Alex- 
andria, and forthe year which we have jnat 
dealt with a member of Messrs. Meredith and 
Co.’s firm was selected. The arrangement has 
answered well, and it is desired to continue it. 
This duty involves the expenses of passages 
to and from Egypt, and of a stay there of three 
to four weeks. The inclusive fee, which we 
consider reasonable for this duty, is 200 
guineas, ‘he meeting will, on this occasion, 
he asked to provide for the two audits. 

Mr. G. B. Cooper proposed :—‘That Messrs. 
Meredith and Co. be elected anditors to the 
company for theensuing year at an inclusive 
remuneration of 50 guineas for the London 
audit and 200 guineas for the audit in 
Egypt.” 

Mr. Prendegast seconded the resolution, 
which was unanimously agreed to. 

The Chairman: Gentlemen, we now come 
to the resolution which is set out in the 
notice convening this meeting, and which, 
as I have already explained in my’previous 
remarks, relates to the modifications of ‘the 
Helouan concession assented to by Govern- 
ment on our taking over the Cairo-Helouan 
line from its previous owners, I now beg 
to more —‘‘T'hat the Board of Directors be 
authorised to enter into an agreement on 
behalt. of the company with the Egyptian 
Government, modifying the deed of conces- 
gions for the Helouan Railways and _ sche- 
dule of conditions, dated 30th April, 1888, 
in the form now submitted to the meeting 
and signed by the Chairman for the‘ pur- 
poses of identification subject to any mo- 
difications or alterations to such agreement 
as the Board may deem desirable.” 

Mr. Montagu Sharpe seconded the resola- 
tion, which was unanimously carried. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman and 
directors closed the proceedings,
